"What  white  wom¬ 
an,”  she  asks  you,  “ever  bad  a  mas¬ 
ter?  Do  you  take  me  for  a  Kaffir 
woman?” 

The  Boer  woman  oould  not  oon- 
ooive  the  idea  of  having  a  master. 

Iu  poverty  most  dire  she  has  had 
from  infancy  at  least  one  black  serv¬ 
ant.  Like  ber  mother  before  ber, 
she  would  see  her  daughters  perish 
with  hunger  before  she  would  allow 
fliem  to  go  as  domestic  servants. 

They  are  in  her  eyes  the  equals  of 
the  most  high  born  dames  in  any 
land,  and  servants  they  shall  never 
be.  .  She  detests  the  thought  of  her 
sons  working  for  an  employer,  but 
often  has  to  give  way  on  that  point 

Tbe  Boer  woman  baa  often  been 
held  up  as  lazy,  dall,  stupid  and 
dirty.  A  greater  calumny  has  nev¬ 
er  been  uttered  against  any  woman. 

Her  intense  pride  and  love  of  inde¬ 
pendence  make  her  appear  so  to  the 
European  lady  or  gentleman  who 
knowa  nothing  of  tbe  conditions  of 
life  that  have  formed  her  customs 
and  made  ber  wbat  she  is  at  present. 

The  Boer  woman,  with  her  chil¬ 
dren,  would  retire  to  tbe  most  urhl 
desert  of  Afrioa  and  live  on  air  soon- 
«  r  than  dwell  at  ease  and  in  luxury!  ,v 
where  she  contrasted  'Unfavorably  >  HK 
with  her  neighbors.  Shesoorns  tbe 
slightest  patronage  extended  to  ber, 

□o  matter  from  whom, 

8he  has  inherited  an  innate  love 
of  bright  colors  and  beautiful  things. 

When  she  cannot  obtain  these  things, 
she  is  content  to  wear  ibe  saddest 
colored  garments  and  not  be  truu- 
blt“d  by  the  most  sordid  and  dreary 
surroundings. 

81ie  rules  her  “man”  kind  with  a 
rod  of  iron.  They  do  not  know  it, 
however,  nor  does  she  suspeot  it 
AU  of  them  would  tako  outh  that 
the  exact  reverse  was  the  case.  Ask 
her  to  speak  in  church  or  on  a  plat¬ 
form  anywhere,  and  she  would  im¬ 
agine  you  to  be  crazy.  “That  is  a 
tiinu's  business,"  she  would  say. 
Nevertheless  Mrs.  Boer  would  see 
o  it  that  her  “man”  or  son  would 
;iy  iu  ehurtfb  or  on  a  platform  Just 
exactly  whut  she  wished  said. 
Woman’s  rights  ns  understood  by 
tho  American  woman  would  be  ut¬ 
terly  inoomprohensible  to  tbe  Boer 
woman  were  they  ever  so  dearly 
xplained. — Boston  Transcript
